Tells Of the Shooting of Cilfcou aid De- 


tails loc'deili Leadiif Up to the Trou- 


ble—Co»rt Adjovris. 


There was a. large crowd in the 


courtroom this morning when court 
opened although it was a half hour 
earlier than usual. 


Howard Leighninger put in a very 


hard night and it was feared that he 
would not be able to attend court this 
morning. 
The unpleasant state of 


mind is plainly shown by his haggard 
expression and his sunken eyes. 
Thomas Calhoun returned home 
Friday night and was not able to at- 
tend court Saturday morning. 
The cross examination of Howard 
Leighninger, the defended, which 
was interrupted by adjournment Fri- 
day evening, was resumed Saturday 
morning. The first questions asked 
were 
concerning relations 
which 
be 
had 
with 
tbe 
Calboun 
boys prior to 
and 
after the 


lawsuit 
between 
a 
brother 
of 


Howard Leigbninger's and Tom Cal- 
houn's father. The witness answered 
that before the lawsuit there had been 
friendly relations which were broken 
off after the lawsuit and that since 
that time the Calhoun boys had fre- 
quently passed him without speaking. 
Then he was questioned concerning 
his statement to the sheriff. 
He re- 
plied: "When the sheriff came and 
arrested me I explained to him tbe 
positions of my assailants but I di d 
not say that -1 hoped that I had kill- 
ed Calhoun.' Tbe witness was next 
questioned concerning his drawing a 
gun on other people but this question 
was objected to and withdrawn. He 
was then cross-examined concerning 
the affair at the schoolbouse and his 
conduct there. He admitted that he 
bad caused some little disturbance. 
Then he said that after starting home 
with Che girls that the Calhoun party 
caught up with them at the rail fence 
but that nothing was said by either 
party. 
After they passed through 


Glenn'syard Ed Calboun caught UD 
with him and he asked Calhonn if be 
intended to prosecute him u» which 
Calhoun replied: "Not unless you dis- 
turb me while I am on the floor." At 
At this point Charles McGiffen caught 
him br the shoulder and said, "Dad. 
G— d— you, 1 have a matter to settle 
with you."

STRONG DENIAL. 


Witness said: -'I know Calvin Bab 
cock but I deny having uttered the 
words or any like them which Bab 
cock saysl told him. Morover I nev 
er told him that when 1 met the Ca! - 
nouns that I would leave them lying 
in the fence corner."' When he was 
asked if be knew Frank Stone hesaic*: 


am neither acquainted with him 
nor do I know him by sight." When 
asked if be bad said in Stowe's hear- 
ing that he was hunting trouble and 
would shoot it out of a Calboun be 
simply answered: '•! did not. nor did 
I say it in tbe bearing of anyone 
else.1' On Thursday Thomas Whiteus 
said that at the schoolhouse un tbe 
night of tbe shooting at recess, How- 
ard Leighainger. with whom he is 
barely acquainted, came up to him 
and said. "There is a feud between 
the Calhoun boys and me.

come here for blood tonight and

When the witness was asked if be 


said this he answered emphatically, 
"I did not!" On further questioning 
he said be only knew Wbiteus by 
sight and that be bad nerer showed 
him a gun. Cbas- Hammersley had 
testified to much of the same story 
and again the witness answered: "1 
did not."' Now comes the witness' 
version of the schoolhouse affair.

Also that on tbe night 
of tbe third of January that he abused 
Georga Tnompson profanely in the 
presence of women. 
Said 'that he 


borrowed the gun of John Huff a clerk 
in Sam Stowe's store in Isleta, on the 
Friday or the shooting. He said he 
fired two shots and threw away the 
three remaining cartridges. On the 
night after the shooting he went, to 
Price Park's and retired about half 
>ast eleven but did not go to sleep till 
nearly two o'clock and was awakened 
at 3 by tbe sheriff and arrested. At 
his point court adjourned «x> meet 
Saturday morning at s o'clock.

After a 
short cross examination ~ne was dis- 
missed and William Turner was called 
and told the same old story of the 
school house controversy with the ex- 
ception that Calhoun said in address- 
ing the meeting and calling it to or- 
der that parties were present that 
night who were not present the nijrht 
they had good order. This man was 
not very closely cross examined and 
was then discharged, and the most in- 
teresting witness of the trial. Howard

LEIGHXtNGER TESTIFIES. 


He was sworn and gave bis age 
as 32: his occupation as farm'ng and 
carpentering. He said his father had 
been dead for 22 years and that he 
was now living with his mother and 
sister. He testified that at no time 
sad be ever had any trouble with the 
JalnouB boys. After hearing a num- 
>er of threats which had been made 
against him in substance that Linton, 
Plainfield, McCune and Center Valley 
''had it in for hinT'and as all this was

AT THE SCHOOLI1OUSE. 


"On the 3rd of January I attended 
a meeting of the literary society at 
the McCane schoolhouse for tbe first 
time. Ou that occasion I shoved a 
boy. named McClain. off the 
end of 
the bench and he sat upon tbe floor 
which act caused some merriment and 
confusion. On returning t"> the room 
after recess I noticed a large pictur 
representing an Indian with my nam 
attached to it. 
This act made m 


somewhat angry out I said no mor 
during tbe exercises, although I in 
quired who drew it and learned tba 
it was George Thompson, one of tb 
Center Valley pupils. I hunted 
fo 


him but failed in it at the time- 
was not present at the meeting nex 
week but was present two weeks later 
on Jan. 17, the night of the shooting 
On that night Tom Calhoun, as pres 
ident, called tbe meeting to order and 
made the following announcement 
•Two weeks ago tonight we had bad 
order, but one week ago we had gooa 
order. Now tonight I will read you 
some new rules especially pertaining 
to tobacco spitting. 
I do "this as j 


see there are persons present tonight 
who were not present a week ago to- 
night.' 
As he said ibis he motioned 
at me with a lead pencil which he 
held in his band. I was standing anc 
spoke out, -Are you throwing slurs at 
me'r' to which he replied:'! have men- 
tioned no names but if tbe shoe fits 
and it seems to. wear it.' I answered 
•I am wearing shoes" when he said, '] 
also have on two shoes." To this I re- 
plied: 'Be careful or you might wear 
the third.' At this point John Ump- 
scot called tbe meeting to order but 
Calhoun continued talking. 
The lit 
erary was continued after this, the 
program carried oat and tbe meeting 
adjourned in the regular way, without 
my making any more demonstrations.

"As we approached tbe next fence 
and were helping the ladies over Ray 
McGiffen caigbt up and climbed over 
and then before we crossed over the 
rest of the crowd in the rear came up 
with us. We passed on up the bank 
and through Glenn's yard when Ed 
and Tom Caiboun and Charles Mc- 
Giffen lingered on the Glenn porch. I 
was in tbe rear of our party when Ed 
Calhoun caught up with "me and I 
said to him: 'Ed. I understand that 
you intend to prosecute me.' 
He re- 


plied: 'Not unless you disturb me 
when I am on the floor speaking.'

said, 'All right,' when Charley Mc- 
Giffen grabbed me by the arm and 
pulled me asfde sayimr: 'G— d— you,I

he latt^r's own signature. 
It had 
ever been recorded: 
James Madison, President of the 
Uniusd States of America. To all of 
whom these presents shall come, 
greeting: 
Know ye, that Jacob Bachman, of 
Baltimore county Maryland, having 
deposited in the treasury, a certificate 
of the register of the land office at 
Zanesville. whereby it appears that he 
has made full payment for the south 
ease 
quarter 
of lot 
or section 
number four, in township number 
four, in range number eight of the un- 
appropriated lands ic tLe military dis- 
trict of the lands directed to be sold 
at Zanesville by tbe act of congress, 
entitled 'An act providing for the 
sale of the lands of the United Slates, 
in the territory northwest of Ohio, 
and above the mouth of the Kentucky- 
river.1 and of the acts amendatory o"f 
the same, there is granted by tbe 
United States, unto the said Jacob 
Bachman. the quarter lot or section 
of land above described: To have and 
to hold the said quarter lot->r section 
of land, wicb the appurtenances, unto 
tbe said Jacob Bachman,his heirs and 
assigns forerer. In testimony where- 
of I have caused these letters to be 
'made patent,and the seal of the tlnit- 
ed States to be hereunto affixed.

Washington. June 21.—Cuban reel-" 


procity was considered at another con- 
ference of Republican senators Fri- - 
day night, but after three hours' dis- • 
cussion adjournment was taken with- - 
out action. Another meeting will be ' 
held soon, subject to call of Chairman i 
Allison. There were over half a dozen j 
speeches made in support of reciproc- 
ity, and only two In opposition to that 
policy. 
This was in accord with a 


previous understanding that as the 
beet sugar senators had monopolized 
the attention of the conference on 
Wednesday night, their opponents 
should have the greater share of the 
time. 


Senator Foraker opened 
proceed- 


ings with an appeal to his party col- 
leagues to get together in support of 
this measure, which had, he said, be- 
come a party question, having been 
made so by the attitude not only of 
the present chief magistrate but by 
that of his honored predecessor. He 
said with some appearance of feeling 
that men could not be with the party 
at one -time and against it at another 
and maintain their prestige. He also 
spoke of the necessity of maintaining 
the most cordial relations with Cuba. 
He said the question was an economic 
one. and that reciprocity would pro- 
mote not only the interests of Cuba, 
but the American interests as welL 
Senator Hanna talked on the ques- 
tion of extending the proper aid to 
Cuba as a moral question, saying that 
our obligations to the Cuban people 
were such that we would not be true 
to ourselves as a nation if we should 
fail to give them an encouraging hand 
at the beginning of their national 
career. He referred to President Mc- 
Kinley's attitude on this subject and 
quoted the president's Buffalo speech 
as making it imperative on this gov- 
ernment to enter into proper reciproc- 
ity relations with Cuba- 


Senator Burton (Kan.) made an elo- 


quent speech in support of and de- 
fense of the attitude of the beet sugar 
Republicans. 
He spoke 
especially 


with reference to an intimation that 
the beet sugar senators were not loyal 
to the party. He said that the press 
of the country had presented only one 
side of the question. 
His side, he 


said, stood for the support of one of 
the most promising, as it was one of 
the most deserving, of infant indus- 
tries. The beet sugar interest was 
coming to the front with a rapidity 
and a promise to the future such as 
had marked the history of few inter- 
ests in this country, and he urgecl 
that this interest should have the 
same protecting care that the Repub- 
lican party had given to other strug- 
gling industries.
